“Canada, not forced by any law or 
rule, has voluntarily taken part in 
this war, placing Herself in opposition 
to great world pawers. 

“By this act.” said Sir Clifford, “Ca- 
nada has stepped into nationhood, No 
longer can we play the part of minors 
who can not transact our own busl- 
ness. Hereafter we shall not be al- 
lowed iby the great nations of the 
world to put Ourseives In that posi- 
tion. They will gay w« we can make 
war we can do our own business and 
make our own answers to their ques- 
tions,” 

This, he said, raised a great ques- 
tion which must be settled after the 
war Was over, It had been clearly 
stated by Premier Borden that ilf pre- 
sent relations and obligations were to 
be continued something must be done 
to give Canada a volce jn the foreign 
relations of the empire, and this had 
been explicitly declared also by Hon. 
C, J, Doherty. 

On the other hand Premier As. 
quith, the British Liberal prime min- 
ister, and Sir Frederick Pollock, the 
famous jurist, had. categorically stat- 
ed that such a thng was !mpoasible. 
These diametrically opposed views 
raised a great unaettiecment after the 
wir was ended, 


in serious international controversios 
WAs expressed in the aenate today by 
Sehator (Root, of New York,  Ad- 
dressing himself largely to the legal 
aspects of the measube and whaw cise 
miministration plans to do under it, 
the senator also charged ithe Demo- 
crats with attempting to rush the bill 
through by “brute ferece and weight 
of voles,’ and solemnly warned his 
colléagues against the dager of re- 
ducing the senate to a mere “register- 
ing instead of a legislative body.” 

Mr. Root went deeply into inter- 
national questions and «pointed out 
that for the period of the war Great 
Britain, France and Russia ‘had 
adopied aa thelr rule a modified form 
of the rule agreed to in the “‘declara- 
tion’ of London,” that transfers of 
ships during the war only could be 
valid when the vendor of such ships 
had proved that the transfer of such 
ships wes not anade to escape the 
danger of capture or other consequen- 
ces of war. 

“None of these great powers will 
permit, citizens of an enemy to rob 
them Of thelr trade by transfer of 
ships they are entitled to capture on 
the high seas, to a neutral flag,” he 
insisted, “I am not argutng against 
buying a ship, ‘but buying an inters 
national quarrel with every ship, If 
we are to maintain neutrality we must 
hold close to it." 


“At present German food prices 
are but littl, if at all. higher than 
British food prices; bul the allies 
hope that if the blockade continues in 
time it will become extremely irksome 
for the German people to continue at 
war owing to the Increasing acarcity 
of food and they will desire their go 
vernment to discontinue the war,
